A WAR OF RACES. 


Bands of Negroes Swearing Vengeance 
on the Lynchers.

BATON ROUGE, Las, May 25.—A reign of 
terror prevails in St.- Martin’s parish, over 
the lynching of Jose E. Jenkins and a man 
named Ayroz, the lattter colored. Bands of 
armed negroes are going about swearing vea- 
geance. On Monday® night, 15th inst., 300 
men took Jenkins, who murdered his brother- 
in-law, Raphael Castillo, from jail to the 
place of the murder, Racon Bridge, and hang- 
ed him. 

On the way from St. Martinsville the mob 
came across a negro.named Eugene Ayroz, 
who attempted to kill a young man in Janu- 
ary last. They hanged him on the same tree 
with Jenkins. The Goveror immediately 
offered a reward of $3,000 for the arrest and 


conviction of the lyfchers. Sixteen of the 
men were arrested and are now in jail. The 
armed negroes demand that the lynchners be 
handed over to then, and a war of the races 
is feared. ‘ 

The hanging of the two men was particularly 
atrocious. Jenkins’ Jands were not tied, and 
when he was drawn up he clutched at the 
rope. The crowd rushed at him with clubs 
and broke both his arms. Ayroz had not 
killed his man at all, and at the time the mob 
caught him was out on $300 bail. Trouble 
will probably occur before lone.

THE ALTON MURDER. 


Important Testimony ot a Colored Boy 
in the Trial To-day. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALTON, May 25.—The preliminary trial of 
George and Emma White, charged with the 
murder of Annie Garrett on the 12th of Jan- 
uary last, was resumed to-day. The prose- 
cution, which had announced that it would 
rest at the close of Monday’s _ proceedings, 
called several new witnesses. None of them 
gave important testimony except David 
Searls, a colored boy, who swore that on the 


‘night preceding the date of the fire he, in 


company with his brother, had passed 
White’s house about midnight and heard 
suppressed cries inside and the sounds of a 
struggle, tbat White had then come stealthily 
out of the house and stood under the 
grape vinesinthe yard. This witness testi- 
fied on cross-examination to the same facts 
as in the the direct examination. His testi- 
mony created great excitement in the court- 
room and all over the city, and intensifies the 
feeling against the accused.

The Pelice at Fault—Zou’s Remarkable 


Disappearance Still Unex- 
plained, 


The topic which still engrosses the atten- 
tion of a large number of people is the unac- 
countable disappearance and failure to find 
any definite clue of Miss Zou Watkins. The 
usual number of clues are being furnished 
the police and _ detective departments 
in the city, but none of them have yet 
resulted in anything tangibie. This morning 
Chief of Police Ferd. B. Kennett received a 
telegram from J. D. Bradley, the City Mar- 
shal of Pacific, a small town at the junction 
of the St. Louis and San Francisco and the 
Missouri Pacific Railroads, a»yout thirty-five 
miles wert of St. Louis. The tele- 
gram ata ted that on Saturday 
last people were exercised over the appear- 
ance of a youn,” girlintheplace. She stayed 
around the town until the afternoon without 
any escort and with every appearance about 
her of having run away from home. 
The postal cards giving the de- 
scription of the lost girl had al- 
ready been sent there, and the appearance 
and dress of the young lady 
and the description on the cards 
were almost identical. Notwithstanding, 
nothing was done to retain her, and about 5 
o'clock in the afternoon she started out and 
walked south on the track of the St. Louis 


and San Francisco road. Nothing was 
thought of it at the time ex- 
cept the fact of § the striking 
resemblance between the description on the 
card andthe girl’s appearance, because it 
was supposed that the girl here had been 
found before the appearance of the girl in 
Pacific. When the papers arrived there jast 
night giving the fact of the 
continued mystery it was thought 
that the girl seen tbere on Saturday 
and the lost one might be one andthe same. 
Accordingly the City Marshal telegraphed 
this morning. Chief Kennett replied, asking 
that full particulars be sent and the girl 
caught if possible. A telegram was received 
from a private detective named 
Harris, employed by the A., T. &S. F. 
Railroad at Kansas City, this morning, 
asking ifthe girl had yet been found. He 
ssidif she had not that he had avery valua- 
ble clue which might lead to finding her. In 
fact he thought be had found her in that city, 
as he had noticed a girl alight from a train in 
that city day before yesterday and 
was struck with the almost 
exact resemblance to the description given. 
He had taken care to find out where she 
went to and could produce her at any time. 
He asked for instructions. The Chief re- 
plied immediately on receipt of the telegram, 
saying tosend a full description and alse 
stated the fact of the reward of $500 being 
offered. The answer from Harris is anxious- 
lv looked for. Yesterday a postal card was 
received by Mr. Martin from a colored 
woman living at 1824 Orange alley, in the 
northern part of the city, saving that she 
had a girl she thought must be the 
lost one. This morning Mr. Martin 
together with the father went out to the 
place and questioned the old woman. She said 
that a young lady had come to her bouse ten 
days ago and asked to be given a home fora 
few days, saying that she desired to keep 
quiet and secluded for that length of time. 
The colored woman was surprised at the re- 
quest,but she was offered a large compensation 
forthe lodging; so she accepted the offer. 
When she sawthe articles in the papers 
about it she had an idea from the mysterious 
actions of the girl that she must be Zoe Wat- 
kins. Whenever she would go outof the 
house, Which was seldom, she would put on 
a wig and otherwise’ disguise her- 
elf. This aroused the old _ilady’s 
suspicions; so she wrote for Mr. Martin. 
When he questioned her this morning he 
found that the person had come there before 
the disappearance of Miss Watkins; so one 
more gieam of hope had fled, and he and the 
father returned. 
A TALK WITH! MR. AND MRS. WATKINS. 

“Itis just a week ago,’’ said Miss Lillian 
Watkins to a PostT-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning, ‘‘since Zou disappeared. We are all 
of us worn out With anxiety and not at all in 
condition to receive the great number of vis- 
itors who call on us every day.’’ Miss Wat- 
kins is a tall blonde young girl of perhaps 19 
years of age, ‘with excellent manners anda 
graceful way of expressing herself. She has 
a clear complexion and large brown eyes and 
a contour of countenance that telis of much 
firmness of character. Her mother was present 
during the conversation,though she permitted 
the young lady to be the spokeswoman of the 
occasion. Mrs, Watkins resemble her elder 
daughter strikingly. Both ladies are evi- 
dently suffering with grief and care. 

“Are there any developments this morn- 
ing?’ inquired the reporter. 

*‘None at all. Mother received a visit yes- 
terday from acolored woman who claimed 
that she knew where my sister was. This 
woman lives at No. 1824 Orange atley. She 
said that on the Sunday after Zou disappear- 
ed she was approached by a young girl 
who asked her if she might not go home with 
her. The girl hadon a bottle-green dress, 
witha brewnribbon at her throat, and a 
biack bat. She wore a blonde wig over 
brown bair. Her eyes were biue. She was 
about seventeen vears old. This morning we 
rie postal card asking us. to come to the 

ouse. Mr. Martin and his daughter Maggie 
drove over there this morning to see the 
woman. Maggie will tell you just what hap- 
pened.’’ 

Miss Maggie Martin responded: ‘*Papa and 
I drove over to No. 1824 Orange alley to see 
the woman this morning, and I am just 
returned from there. The _ description 
that this woman gave of the girl whom she 
had at her house does not answer to the de- 
scription of Zou, but papa thought he would 
look into it. When we got there the 
colored woman told papa that the girl was 
not at her house, but she knew where she 
was. She alsosaid that she had met the gir] 
on Monday, whereas she told Mr. Watkins 
it was on a Sunday.” 

“None of us think,”’said Mrs. Watkins, 
“that the girl mentioned by this colored wo- 
man is my daughter, but if 
there are any other poor parents 
suffering as we have 8: ffered I 
think it would be well to let them know about 
this other girl.” 

Mrs. Watkins denied, very emphatically, 
that there was any lover in the case. “‘] 
know,” she said, ‘that Zou never had a lover, 
either in Denver or in St. Louis, and your in- 
formantis altogether out of the way.’’ 

Miss Martin informed the reporter that the 
house was besieged constantly by a number 
of visitors, whose caiis on the time and pa- 
tience of the family would be amusing if the 
situation were less serious. A number of 
tbese visitors are fortune-tellers, every one of 
whom professes to be able for the sma!! con- 


whereabouts Of the missing girl. One enter- 
prising «boy came to the door yes- 
terday and asked for fifty dal- 
lars to ‘take him to a certain 
town in New Jersey, which is the home ofa 
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world-renowned clairvoyant. He was.turn- 
ed away without difficulty. ‘ 

Betore leaving the bouse Mrs. Watkins re- 
quested the reporter to announce that the 
statement in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH 
to the effect that Mr. Watkins was worth 
200,000 is a gross mistake, and at this junc- 
ture a most unfortunate one, for the reason 
thatif Zou is in the hands of adventurers 
who are holding the girl for the sake of the 
reward offered for her recovery the state- 
ment is calenlated to make the blackmailers 
hold out fora larger sum of money than is 
in the power of Mr. Watkins to pay. 


A PERSONAL 


which appeared inthe columns of the POST- 
DISPATCH last night attracted the attention 
of Mr. Watkins and he asked the detectives 
to investigate in. The personal was handed 
in yesterday and reads: ‘“‘Maggie, when can 
I see you? Zoe.” Itwas delivered into the 
counting-ro6m by mail and contained a 
request of publication, and upon the paper 
was pasted ten cents in silver. It was thought 
it might be a request for an interview from 
the lost young lady to Miss Maggie, the 
daughter of Mr. Martin, and who was Zou’s 
associate and friend. Although the names 
coincided, itis thought that the personal is 
one of the many which appear daily,and,Chief 
Watkins thinks it can have nothing to do 
with this case; nevertheless the matter is in 
the hands of a detective, and will be carefully 
watched. This morning about 10 o’clock a 
German woman named Emma Logan, living 
at No. 1619 North Seventh street, called for 
Chief Watkins and said she hadja definite clue 
tothe missing one. She said that day 
before yesterday she had seen a man walking 
inthe vicinity of Twenty-sixth street and 
Gamble avenue accompanied by a girl whom 
she at once took to be Zou Watkins from aer 
form anddress. She was unable to get a 
good look at the girl, but thought she could 
identify ber. The man appeared to be 
about twenty-four years old, with a dark 
mustache, and he had a long, dark-colored 
overcoat on him. She (Mrs. Logan) had 
talked with another woman, who said it was 
surely the missing girl whom she had seen. 
The woman also told her that the girl was 
being hid in the vicinity of Gamble 
and Clark avenues between Twenty-fourth 
and Twenty-fifth streets, and that the piace 
where she was kept was perfectly respect- 
able. The aim was to get alarge reward of- 
fered and then produce the girl. Mrs. Logan 
visited the Four Courts for the purpose of 
seeing the photograph of the girl, which was 
shown to her. She said she 
could not exactly recognize it, 
but that fact may be accounted 
for when it is stated that the only picture of 
Zou in the possession of her folka was taken 
three or four years ago. Mrs. Logan was 
very emphatic im her belief that the girl was 
Zou and that what she desired was not to 
gain the reward, but to recover the girl for 
the sake of her mother, andithis she was con- 
fident would be done if the police: would in- 
vestigate the territory she bad named. 
THE LATEST TRAIL. 

A telephone message was received at the 
Four Courts this sfternoon that a clue to the 
Whereabouts of Zou Watkins had been dis- 
covered. On last Thursday night 
two couples left the whart on the 
steamer War Eagle. At Alton they met the 
Spread Eagle about midnight. The girls 
took a very affectionate farewell, kissing re- 
peatedly and crving copiously. None of the 
parties had barzage, while one of the girls, in 
the judgment of the deck watchman, tallied 
exactly with the description of Zou Watkins. 
One ofthe girls and her gentleman friend 
came back to St. Louis on the Spread Eagle, 
while the girl supposed to be Zou Watkins 
left with her friend on the War Eagle, which 
was bound for St. Paul.

SCAVENGER DUMPS. 


Thé Health Commissiouer Recommends 
That There be Five of them. 


The Board of Public Improvements and 
Harbor and Wharf Commissioner Pfeifer are 
making themselves prominent just now by an 
effort to reduce the number of scavenger 
dumps. At present there are only, three 
dumps in the city, namely: at Harrison 
street, Mullanphy § street and _ Bar- 
ton street. The officials mentioned have 


decreed the abolishment of the Harrison 
street dum and the removal 
of the Mullanphy street dump 
to Chambers street. Thus there would be 
two dumps left in the whole city. Mr, James 
Hardy, to whom was recentiy awarded the 
contract for.the removal of siops, has ad- 
dressed to the Mayor an earnest protest 
against the measure proposed by Flad and 
Pfeifer. He.insists thatthe abolishment of the 
Harrison street dump would be an act of in- 
justice to himsince he would be required 
to haul slops from North St. Louis all the 
way down to Chambers street. Health Com- 
missioner Francis was seen this morning by 
a POsT-DIsPaTcu reporter and interrogated 
as 16 his views in the premises. 

‘*What do you think of the proposed re- 
duction in the number ofgscavenger dumps?” 

*Fust this,’? responded Mr. Francis; ‘‘a 
reduction in the number of scavenger dumps 
is Had policy. I think that instead, of 
two dumps we ought to have at 
leastyhalfa dozen. Every facility ought to be 
givef§ by the city to butchers and others to 
dum) their offal in the river. If the Board of 
Pub’ ic Improvements succeed in reducing the 
number of dumps the result will be that the 
peopie will not be able to get to the river at 
their convenience, and instead of going to the 
dumps, which will naturally be crowded all 
the time, they will throw their offal on vacant 
lots;and in sink-holes, and thus create 
a dangerous nuisance. The Street Commis- 
sioner will not remove offal found in public 
places, the Board of Health has no wagons to 
do the work, and yet property-owners will 
comé here and complain that nothing is being 
doneé.to relievethem. Naturally they them- 
selves will not remove it, and then it remains 
until hot weather sets in and it begins to 
breed pestilence. No, sir; the more dumps 
we have the- better. I shall bring the 
matter to the notice ofthe Board of Health 
at its meeting this afternoon, and I shall ask 
the board to resist the action of Col. Fiad 
and his commissioners. I shail ask the board 
to recommend to the Municipal Assembly to 
creste dumps at the following points: Bre- 
men avenue, Chambers street, Rutger street, 
Barton street and onein Carendelet, and I 
think the board will second my efforts.”

° The Jailer’s Duties Defined. 

City Counselor Beil this morning returned 
the following opinionin response to a re- 
quest of Jailer Ryan: 

OFFICE OF THE CITY COUNSELOR, 
> St. Louts, May 25, 1882. 
flon, Wm. L. Ewing, Mayor: 

Sin—The questions contained in the letter 
of the City Jailer of the 22d are answered as 
follows: The general statutes of the State 
governing jails and jaiiers are applicable to 
the oflice of jailer existing under the charter 
and Ordinances of this city so far as to define 
and prescribe the duties of the 
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|City Jailer touching the recep- 
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tion and detention of prisoners. 
The officer spoken of is required by law to re- 
ceive from the sheriff, constable or other ofii- 
cer all persons who have been apprehended 
for offenses againstthe State, er who are 
committed to the jail by any competent 
authority. The jailer is liable to an action 
for false imprisonment if he imprisons one 
without due process of law, and as a matter 


of self-protection he is entitled to | 


inspect every warrant and com- 
mitment and make and retain 
a copy there of if none is furnished be- 
fore receiving the person mentioned therein. 
No authority is possessed by a sheriff, con- 
stable or other officer to commit a prisoner to 
jail without producing to the jailer a duly au- 
thorized warrantor commitment. It is ad- 
visable in all cases that the 
commitment or a copy thereof 
shall be retained in the  jailer’s 
oftice. Unless this is done somei nconven- 
ience may arise, asfor instance in making a 
return to the writ of habeas corpus. Where 
parties are convicted of criminal offenses and 
sentenced to confinement copies are furnished 
the jailer. In other cases where copies are 
not provided the jailer must determine 
whetner or not to make and 
retain them. In acting under the 
above advice care should be observed 
not to obstruct the public business. The 
rights and duties of the jailer sofar as they 
are spoken of are defined as they exist in 
theory. In practice it will at times be im- 
practicable to insist on the letter of the law.

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FRENCH MARRIAGES. 


Curious Inner History of a Recent Mat- 
rimonial Alliance. 
ParisjCor. New York Times. 


The Court of Rennes has before it a case 
which recallsto mind the famous judgment 
of King Solomon. Every one knows now the 
Jewish monarch arranged the dispute of two 
mothers for the ownership of a child by pro- 
posing a division of the same. Now, if you 
will substitute two fathers for two mothers 
you can form some idea of the embarrassin 
situation in which Dame Justice finds herse! 
in the suit ee by the Marquisde X. 
against M. and Mme. Gedeon. Thus did the 
litigation originate: Among the domestics of 
the Chateau de X. was agirl named Augus- 
tine Lamry, of whom the noble Marquis was 
fond. “Augustin, son of Augusting Lamry, 
and of an unknown father.”’ 

So far there is nothing abnormal in the af- 
fair; French parish registers and parish reg- 
isters in other countries besides France are 
aware of the existence of such littie boys and 
girls. But Mile. Lamry’s baby differed from 
Ordinary natural children, in tbat it was des- 
tined, eventually, to have more fathers than 
any baby ought reasonably to desire. In- 
Stead of being “acknowledged” once it was 
“acknowledged” twice. Augustine was not, 
Perhaps, a first-class domestic, but she was 
shrewd in her generation. She aspired to 
some higher stacion than the kitchen and the 
servants’ hall; she thought that to become a 
Marchioness was a legitimate ambition, and 
80 decided to marrv the Marquis, and smiled 
joyously as she saw herself in a long-tailed 
gown giving orders and receiving visits in 
those drawing-rooms, where she had been 
only accustomed to appearina clean white 
apron and a pink-bowed cap, carrying the 
tea-tray. 

It was a bright dream, but was it merely a 
dream? After all, why should she not marry 
her master? As he had distinguished her 
among all her fellows, she must be possessed 
of acertain distinction. Besides, she was a 
mother; the Marquis was the last of his race, 
and it was quite possible, nay, even probable, 
that the satisfaction of having a legitimate 
heir to his name and title might compensate 
for a misalliance. Only an obstacle stood in 
the way of her combination—the energetic 
refusal of the Marquis, who was willing to 
“acknowledge” the child and give him a 
social position as his son and heir, but was 
not willing to lead its mamma to the altar.

So 
his mother decided. To crown the work she 
furnished the most convincing proofs that,al!l 
the time, the chosen one of her heart was the 
gardener. If vou can find in ail Paris one 
young Woman as smart as Augustine 1 
should be glad to hear of it. Since her case 
became known this poetry of the natural 
childjmust be modified. Herson might nave 
been a millionaire, but she decided for the lot 
of agardener. — 

This is what may or may not be called the 
act of amotber as you Will, but I admire 
Augustine. Still, L thigk it a pity that, the 
**acknowledgmenvt” of a child being generally 
made at the same time asthe administration 
of the rite of baptism, young Augustine 
could not be consulted, asit is just possibie 
he might not have chosen the gardener. Cer- 
tainly there is no dishonor in being the eon of 
a gardener, yet, when itis possibie to be the 
son of a Marquis, with 100,000f. revenue, the 
latter position is preferable. As the law 
exists at present, a capricious mother may 
not only deprive her offspring of the parent 
who, according to that mother’s relations, 
page enneeny belongs to him, but of any parent 
at ail. 

Strange will be the situation of this young 
man when he comes to the age of reason, and 
great will be his embarrassment on hearing 
that “voice of the blood’ which the most 
celebrated dramatists assure us always speaks 
to the heart at some moment in a man’s life. 
When he sees himself condemned to hoe po- 
tatoes and weed asparagus beds he will feel 
the blood of proletarian Gedeon coursing 
through his veins, and he wil bend his back 
to the work. Butif, in some bour of idle- 
ness, he glances at the turrets of the castle 
standing out proudly against the blue sky, 
and another voice speaks within his breast 
reminding him of what might have been his, 
he may think his lot as the simple son ofa 
clodhopper a hard one. Lam afraid Augus- 
tin may not fee properly his mother’s 
heroism, and that he will be disgusted with 
melons and artichokes.

At 8 o’clock the little Rall was full and 
Moody and Sankey hymn books had been dis- 
tributed as free'y as the handbills, so that all 
was ready forthe service excepting that the 
reverenu doctor had not appeared. The 
congregation Was nol, apparently, one of cu- 
ricsity seekers nor of iguorant or fanatical 
people. They were mostly people who 
seemed of morethan average intelligence and 
who looked as ifthev had come to worship— 
certainly not to scoff. Here and there was 
one Who Was evidentiy sick. To one of these 
the usher said, *‘He can cure you, and I’ll 
prove it to you voenight. He took ail the 
muscular rheumatism out of my Dack last 
February aud I haven’t had a sigao of it 
since.” Present'y a boy with a face swollen 
to the size of twofaces came in, and a dis- 
believer in a back seat said, “Well, if he cures 
him I’li be satiefied.”” The boy was taken to 
a front seal. 

By the time Dr. Monck appeared the bali 
vas crowded. He is a stout, rather dark- 
complexioned man of early middle age, with 
an Kngiish face and a strong Eagilish accent, 
a broad, inteiiectual brow and a full beard. 
Hie read x chapter from one of the gospels, 
with copious remarxs on the power of faith, 
dwelling on the symbolic significance of 
words, and quoting irom yesterday’s Herald 
to emoharize his remarks. ‘**How littleffaith 
tuere 1s,”’ said he. Woen people have reen the 
sick bealed here and have gone away and told 
it their friends have said; ‘*Another good 
man gone mad! HowW much evidence is ne- 
cessary to establish a fact thatis unexpected?” 
He claimed thet the proniise to Lhe discipies 
that they should work miracles Was given to 
believers of ail times, aud that miraviles can 
be wrought to-day as well as in the olden 
time. 

Alter the singing of hymns and a prayer 
Dr. Monck preached from the tent on his 
handbill. ‘“*Colonél Ingersoll,” he said, **denies 
that the miracies of the New Testament ever 
occurred, and held that they could not, be- 
vause if they happened then they would now. 
Lut, said the preacher, there is such a thing 
now. The very advertisements in the papers 
ehow that there is such a thing as healing by 
the laying on of hands. Some of those who 
advertise may be humbugas, but the faci that 
they advertise shows that there is sucha 
thing. President Garfield believed in it and 
was cured of one or two diseases by tne lay- 
ing on of hands before he fell into the hands 
of the doctors. Shakspeare said, ‘Tbrow 
physic to the dogs,’ but that was before 
there was any society for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals. Any ecclesiastical history 
shows that the power of healing the sick by 
the laying on of bands was exercised 
by believers in the Chut wh for 
three hundred years after Christ. 
Ali faith in human testimony must be given 
up if one does not believe the saints perform- 
ed wonders of healing. Butto the present 
day the same power ts possessed by thou- 
sands of peopie,and the object of this Church 
is to teach you that it belongs to all who will 
believe. Men ask if I believe this. I will not 
answer tothem, but to Thee, Oh God, I say 
as Thou lives’; I do believe it and 1 kuow it. 
Bat the most oractical way to show this is by 
curing the sick, as I have done and many 
others have done. But only those who have 
faith can be heajed. A mother brought a 
child herea little time ago which was born 
totally blind. The mother had faith and we 
took the child in our arms and prayed and 
left itto God. That night it perceived the 
light and the next day it could see a bright 
color. The mother is here. Is this true, 
madam ?’? 

“Yes, sir,” gaid a lady in the concregation. 

Then, afteranotber hymn had been sung, 
Dr. Monck asked al] those in the audience 
who were suffering pain to hoid up their 
hands. Several diaso. “Inthe name of the 
Lord I serve I dismiss your pains,’’ he said, 
shouting out the word ‘*‘dismiss.” ‘‘1’ll ask 
you in a few minutes how you are.’’ 

Then he went from one to another of those 
who were waiting, beginning with the biind 
babe, and praying from one to another. One 
young girl he declares was very deaf. He 
touched ber and prayed and the girl at once 
deciared that she heard him when he whis- 
pered to her. 

Then the boy with a swollen face eaid he 
bad siept soundly all night for the first time 
in five years the night he was first “touched,” 
and feit better every time he was touched. 

One after another more than a dozen per- 
sons were touched and some were at onc2, 80 
they declared, relievea. Some others, Dr. 
Monck declared, would be better, for the 
cures were sometimes gradual.

DIGESTION. 


Interesting Observations Made by a 
Noted Vivisectionist. 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 


A reporter of the Courier-Journal hada 
couversation the other day with Dr. M. F. 
Coomes, who has made some experiments in 
vivisection. 

“*Have you any objections to stating the na- 
ture of some of the experiments performed 
upon dogs and pigeons?” asked the reporter. 

**None whatever,’’ replied the Doctor. “I 
have a dog here upon which I performed the 
operation of ‘gastroutomy’ some six weeks 
ago, and he is now as well and apparently as 
happy as any dog in town.’’ 

The Doctor here led the way to ashed in the 
rear of the house where a fine-looking setter 
dog was tied. Nothing ex.raordinary couid 
be noticed inthe dog, until the Doctor raised 
him up on his hind feet, and a large plate 
could be seen over his stomach. There was 
a tube in the center of this plate, which was 
corked uptightly. The dog seemed perfectly 
willing to be examined, and showed no evi- 
dence of pain. This being the only case ever 
successfully performed in this city, and the 
only dog now living in the same condition, 
makes him very vaiuable. 

‘*T chloroformed the dog,’’ said the Doctor, 
‘fand laid open the tissues down to the stom- 
ach, which I opened and inserted this silver 
tube, which can ve seen projecting here. It 
communicates with the cavity of the stomach, 
and when I wish to obtain pure gastric juice 
or watch the process of the digestion of any 
given food, ali that I haveto do isto remove 
the cork, and the whole process can be seen. 
You can pass this probe,’’ suiting the action 
to hia words, “up in the tube, and it gives 
the animal no pain. By means of this open- 
ing into the doy’s stomach the fluid can be 
vbtained at various stages of digestion, and I 
can demonstrate thatthe statements in the 
text-books are not theoretical expressions, 
but absolute facts.’ 

‘*Have any similar operations been made 
upon human subjects??? queationed the re- 
porter. 

“Yes: Dr. Beaumont, an American, was the 
first to observe the process of digestion in 
the human subject. His observations were 
made in the spring and summer of 1805, upon 
the person of Alexis St. Martin, who had 
been accidentally wounded by the premature

a series of experiments confirming those of 
| Dr. Beaumout. Dr. Schmidt, of Germany, 
made similar observations upon & woman in 
1854.

Dr. Verneull, of France, made an artificial 
| opening into the stomach of a man who had 
| an impassable stricture of the gullet. The 
patient recovered with a permanent gastric 
| fistula, through which nourishment was suec- 
| cessfully administered. Ail of the knowledge 
of digestion is the fruit of experimental 
work; hence the necessity for 
practical demonstrations in this Jine. 
I expect to be able to present this 
dog to a class in 1883, and for several years to 
come. The circulation of the biood is demon- 
strated in living animals. The web of afrog’s 
foot or the tail of a minnow are generaliy used 


in the smali vessels, while the action of the 
heart and the large vessels in ita immediate 
vicinity are demonstrated by opening the 
chest of a dog or a large trog, when the move- 
ments of these organs cun be observed. 
Numerous experiments are performed upon 
the lower animals to demonsirate the func- 
tions of the nervous system. ‘This study of 
physiology upon the lower animals is a very 
interesting and, 1 may sav, fascinating one. 
Of course, we use every means available to 
prevent torturing the animals any more than 
is absolutely necessary. If the experiment is 
of such a nature as to render life a burden to 
the animals, we kili them in the most humane 
manner—venerally by chloroform. 

“This doy,’ remarked the Doctor in eonclu- 
sion, as he ‘“‘corKed”’’ up the opening 1a the 
animai’s stomach, ‘‘is the only one upon 
which the operation wes snecesafuiiy per- 
formed, although several have tried it.”

ARIZONA COWBOYS. 


A Graphic Picture of the Lazy and Des- 


perate Ruffians. 

Santa Fe Corresponden ce Philadelphia Times. 

The outlaws of Arizona, who have been the 
subject of a proclamation by President Ar- 
thur, are known’as “rustlers.” They are the 
same breed, however, as the cowboys of 
Colorado and Texas. Being further away 
from civilization and in a country singularly 
well adapted to business such as theirs, they 
have become habitualiv vicious. Wherever 
the cowboy may be put and under whatever 
circumstances he may be met be will 
be found to be the same animal— 
lazv, foul-mouthed, desperate, intem- 
perate, full of swagger and _  brava- 
do, and careless as wel! of his own life and 
property as those of others. He wears a 
buckekin suit, with a hat having a rim wide 
enough to cover his ears and neck and tuck 
in at the collar-band. In his leather belt 
hang two large and fine revoivers, generally 
self-cockers, and in one boot-leg, heid in 
piace by two slits in the leather, rests a knife 
of murderous pattern. The cowboys range 
in age from 18 to 30, The life which they 
lead is not conducive to longevity, and it is, 
therefore, very rare that a genuine cowboy 
more than 30 years is founda. If one succeeds 
in dodging the bullets of deputy sheriffs and 
the gibbet of Judge Lynen until that period 
is passed he generally abandons the trade 
and takes to train and stage robbery as a pro- 
fession. 

The cowboys, who make their appearance 
occasionally at frontier towns in Nebraska, 
Kansas and Colorado, devote the greater 
part of their time to the cattle which they 
are employed to herd, and in the shipping 
season drive them to the nearest desirable 
railroad station. Onthe great ranches they 
find no opportunity to indulge their lawless 
propensities. They literally live among their 
cattle, faring but little better than the brutes 
which they are hired to guard. The little 
cooking which is necessary they do them- 
selves. They are their own tailors and doc- 
tors, and once or twice a year when near a 
fine stream, if the weather is not too cool, 
their solitary shirtis washed after a fashion. 
When the round-ups occur and the great 
cattle-drive is begun, the cowboy’s 
life begins to take on a dif- 
ferent aspect. The drive is often long and 
always daogerous and la»orious. The bovs 
are spiendidly mounted. their horses and 
saddles being, with the exception of their re- 
volvers, the possessions in which they take 
the most pride. Tney ride among the cattie 
at imminent risk of being trampled to death, 
and at night sleep on the ground. When the 
herd has been delivered and the boys have 
partaken freely of frontier whisky the trouble 
begins. Ifthereis a dance-house near at 
hand thev head for it and signalize their 
presence by attempting to ‘‘shoot out” the 
candles or lamps, asthe case may be. As a

The 
stranger advanced slowly and partook of the 
meat, evidently in an unhappy frame of wind, 
hut bis host seemed to enjoy the repast and

Latin Type for the Germans. 
Fro m the Pall Mall Gazetie. 

An interesting articie on German versus 
Latin type, in a recent number of ihe 
Deutsche Rundschau, sketches the history of 
a@e.ruggie in Germany which must end at 
lastin thetriumph of common sense over 
patriotic sentiment. The Gothic type was 
the creation of the earliest German printers, 
who wished to make their books as much like 
contemporary manuscripts as possible. The 
Latin type—“‘tantiqua’’? in printers’ parlance 
—Was, broadly speaking, the crestion of 
Italian humaaism, which clung to it as repre- 
renting at once a ciose approximation to the 
character of cCiassical antiquity and re- 
beliion against the monks, from whose manu- 
script character the Gothie type was 
developed. Already in 1669 Liebnitz urged 
upon his German coustrymen the abindon- 
mentof the Gotnoic type foc the more cosmo- 
politan “antiqus,’’ and in the following cen- 
tury it seemed as if literary Germany was 
about to take his udvice. Toward the end of 
the eighteenth century the new or Latin type 
became a burning question; Goethe was at 
one time on the siue of change; Kani, on the 
other, protested energetically against the 
abandonment of the nutivnal character. At 
the present day victory is once more inclining 
to Rome against the barbarians. Forty per 
cent of ali the books printed in Germany in 
1880 were printed in “‘antiqua,’’ and the pro- 
portion is steadily increasing. The Latio 
type must finally win in Germany, as it has 
won el#ewhere, Prof. Ke ie is persuaded; but 
its friends will do well to'etit win naturaily 
and gradually,witbont forcing it on the coun- 
try by any uttempts st legislation.

caused by drowning, but by arsenic poison- 
ing. The prosecution has not been able to 
show that any one of the defendants was 
with JENNIE ORAMER on the night 
she died or even the evening before. 
It has not been proved that they had any 
motive for killing her, or even that they had 
opportunity for the crime. As the case 
stands the accused must be acquitted. The 
evidence does not warrant conviction, and 
the CRAMER case must be relegated to that 
list of unsolved mysteries which accident 
only will ever clear up. 


THE last and freshest survivor of the cele- 
brated CUSTER massacre, Herr SEBASTIAN 
BECK, has been regaling the credulous citi- 
zens of Rochester, New York, with the story 
of a cock and of a bull, sotospeak. He saw 
with his own eyes the gallant CUSTER ride 
into the fight, his long hair streaming in the 
air and his sabre flashing in the sunlight. Or 
this remarkable sabre Herr BECK, the last 
witness of the massacre at this hour, says that 
the dashing commander “never raised it but 
tbat he left upon some redskin’s face his 
bloody and ragged-edged trade-mark ‘xX,’ 
which so many of his victims in the late war 
knew so well.’’?’ Up to this time history has 
been unanimous on the point that CUSTER 
had his hair short-cropp ed on the day of the 
Big Horn fight and that no sabres were used 
by the regular troops on that occasion. In 
view of the revelations of Herr BECK it has 
been suggested that Secretary CHANDLER 
oughtto give him a place in the corps of horse 
marines, where he can “‘utilize his talents as 
a patriotic Scheherazade, lightening the 
labors of those gallant veterans as they splice 
the ponderous main brace.”

A CINCINNATI physician, one Dr. QUIRELL, 
has discovered a drug which turns the ne- 
gro’s skin white. The discovery was acci- 
dental. He was treating a dark mulatto wo- 
man for a tumor, and shortly after beginning 
the treatment white patches appeared on her 
skin. As she took more of the drug 
the patches increased in size, and at the 
present time more than one-half of her person 
is white.

THE Pennsylvania revolt is the most rigni- 
ficant political event,of the year. Not that it 
involves any principle. The professions of 
the Independents are probably as hollow as 
those of the regulars. It is simply an issue 
between the ins and outs. The outs 
always reformers—until they get in. 
But it does involve the question of Re- 
publican power and ascendancy. Itfinvolves 
the question whether the Republican party 
can still longer maintain itself by the forces 
of habit and prejudice combined with those 
of the oflice-holding army and corporate 
monopolies, the money power and—popular 
ignorance.

First, the Independent Republicans are 
mot much better. On the contrary, 
many of their leaders, such as WOLF, 
TACVEAGH and BARKER, are worse. They 
re notorious disappointed office-seekers and 
taiserable, sniveling dealers in cant and 
liypocrisy. Secondly, the Democrats cannot 
be depended upon to act with the most ordi- 
nary commonsense. But forthis Democratic 
victory in Pennsylvania this fall would be 
an absolute certainty. Last year the 
Republican split was as bad as it 
is now. The Republican Independents 
and “reformers” bolted and ran a third 
ticket. The success of the Democratic can- 
didate seemed certain, allowing the Repub- 
lican bolters the smallest vote claimed by 
them, which was 25,000.

In the 
third heat of the second race Lizzie S. sold 
in the pools for $550, Bootjack for $550, and 
yet Bootjack won. The third and fourth 
races were won by the favorites, Fatinitza 
and Mammonist, but the fifth was captured 
Uy Miss Malloy, who had been classed as one 
of the field which sold in the pools $85 
against $156 for Glasgow. The men who 
backed the favorites yesterday lost money, 
but they would have lost much more 
had not the two favorites which did 
win been very uncertain winners against 
whom the betting was. heavy.

The Canine Causes a Lively Rumpus 
with the Dog-Catchers.

The Jubilate, after ashort prelude by the 
orchestra, begins with an alto solo, which in 
this instance was taken by Miss Winant asa 
substitute for Miss Cary, who is here, but 
connved to her hotel by hoarseness.

The Jubilate itself is not; so far as popular 
appreciation goes, a very compensating work. 
It can only be adequately given by large re- 
sources of choruses and orchestra, and was 
therefore selected by Mr. Thomas for bis 
opening number. Most of Thomas’ inimita- 
bie programmes work up from a beginning to 
a climax, and this formed no exception to the 
rule. ‘The chorus was quite unsteady in the 
first movement of the Jubilate, but somewhat 
redeemed itself in the next, and in the amen. 
It would be unreasonable to undertake to say 
what the chorus is, certainly to say what it is 
not under the circumstances that existed 
Jast evening; but it painfully flatted the pitch 
several times, and was In many places uncer- 
tain and incorrect.

How the Rich Vein of the Robert E. 
Lee Mine was Struck.

Dexter’s Sale and Iil Luck—Colorado 
Prospecting. 


Last evening a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
met Mr. Richard Knowles, a prominent miner 
of the Gunnison country, in Colorado. Mr. 
Knowles is now on his way to New York. He 
isan Ola miner and is well posted as to 
mines and their history in the Western coun- 
try. In the course of conversation last night 
Mr. Knowles gave the following interesting 
story: ‘‘In all my experience in California 


and Nevadaintheir palmiest days, 1 never 
saw anything which has equaled the 
amount of money taken out of the ground in 
the southwestern part of Colorado, nor do I 
believe that ever before was there such a 
rich country developed. In 1876 the Black 
Hills country was opened up, and people 
thought that would prove very great, but zf- 
ter many had gone into the hilis and 
dropped all the money they had, they 
were returning to the States in disgust. 
This was in 1878, and at that time Leadville 
was hardiy thought of. Well, so many were 
returning busted, it was almost an imposai- 
bility to go ten miles on the road between 
Deadwood and Cheyenne without finding 


some party of disgusted prospectors. Abou‘ 
May 1 the first news arrived’ that 
some fine pruspects had been made 


in Colorado, and returning Biack Hillers 
wended their Wayin that direction, myseif 
with the rest. What was then known as 
the old California Guich mining district was 
filling up with prospectors, who were laying 


out claim stakes on the carbonate fields, 
Well, you know of the start- 
ing and growth of Leadville, 
the town built in the center 


of this district, and the attention it has com- 
manded over the world ever since. People 
made money at anythbing then, but primarily 
it allcame out of the mines. While 1 was 
yet at Leadville a mancame up there from 
Denver named Dexter—Jim Dexter they ca!l- 
ed him—and he was full of life 
and hope, and had some money. 
Dexter looked about him fora while and 
finally bought a claim on Carbonate Hill, 
which had, at that time, not been prospected 
very Weill. He paid, I thick, about $15,000 for 
it, and set to work putting in machinery and 
sinking the shaft, which was already down 
some 100 feetor more. He worked away on 
the mine, people laughing at him a good 
deal, but he never once lost heart. The mine 
had not shown up a. single thing in the wav 
of mineral, andthe shaft had been sunk by 
that time several hundred feet. Dexter did 
not know what to do. Hehad now spent 
nearly all the money he had, and Rothing was 
coming in. One day in the early part 
of the year 1879 a party came to him 
and asked him what he would take for his 
mine. Dexter told him and a bargain was 
made between them. The price paid was, I 
think, $30,000, some $5,000 more than Dexter 
had spent on it altogether. He was mighty 
giaa to get the $30,000 and thought himself 
well out of a bad bargain. He 
rushed out onto Carbonate Hill and 
ordered the miners to drop their tools and 
quit work. This was about 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. He said, ‘Boys, 1 have soldthis 
d—d bole, and I don’t want you to work an- 
other minute in it for me. will pay you 
off right now and you Can quit.’ Well, the 
miuers had just finished a drill and were go- 
ing to piace a biast and uncover 
some rock, and they asked to be dllowed to 
finish it before they quit work. ‘No,’ said 
Dexter, ‘come out, I don’t want you to work 
any more; there is notbing in the d—d old 
hole.2 Themen reluctantly quit and de- 
parted. Dexter got his mouwy and was hap- 
py- Well, the mine had been bought by a 
stock company and in a short time -they 
began work on it. Now, young man, what [ 
am going toteil you isthe solemn truth,” 
guid the miner. “Those fellows went up there 
to that mine and laid a fuse to the blast left 
by Dexier’s men and toucned it off.”’ After 
the smoke cleared away, they went in to 
see how much rock had been 
loosened, when What do you think? There 
before their eyes they saw the richest body of 
silver ore which has ever been seen since the 
world began. At that time hundreds of 
thousands of dollars met the gaze of the de- 
lighted owners __ of the richest 
kind of ore. Well, young fellow,” 
eoyntinued Mr. Knowles, *‘that mine was the 
celebrated Robt. E. Lee, which has made 
everybody rich who has had anythiog to do 
with it aince Jimmy Dextersold it. Mil- 
lions of dollars have been turned out of it, 
and it is the greatest silver mine inthe 
world.’ The reporter asked the miner how 
Dexter took the misfortune. ‘‘ Well,” he re- 
plied, “they say Dexter would cry 
foy a long time after whenever he 
would hear the name of the mine mentioned, 
hut I don’t know howthatis. He'got hold 
of other mining property with the money 
received, andis now a rich man, living in 
Denver in fine style. He has the reputation 
of having the most elegantly furnished house 
in Denver, and it surely is a beautiful 


place.’’

THE prosecution of the MALLEY “boys and 
BLANCHE DOUGLASS at New Haven, Conn., 
for the murder of poor JENNIE CRAMER, has 
not made out a case against the defendants. 
It has been proved that JENNIE CRAMER was 
virtually repudiated by her mother after 
spending a night at the MALLEY house; 


her whereabouts until the Friday 
night of the same week are known; 
on Saturday morning she was found 


dead in the water, and her aeath was not 
caused by drowning, but by arsenic poison- 
ing. The prosecution has not been able to 
show that any one of the defendants was 
with JENNIE CRAMER. on the _ night 
she died or even the evening before. 
It has not been proved that they had any 
motive for killing her, or even that they had 
opportunity for the crime. As the case 
stands the accused must be acquitted. The 
evidence does not warrant conviction, and 
the CRAMER case must be relegated to that 
list of unsolved mysteries which accident 
only will ever clear up. 


THE last and freshest survivor of the cele- 
brated CUSTER massacre, Herr SEBASTIAN 
BECK, has been regaling the credulous citi- 
zens of Rochester, New York, with the story 
of a cock and of a bull, sotospeak. He saw 
with his own eyes the gallant CUSTER ride 
into the fight, his long hair streaming in the 
air and his sabre flashing in the sunlight. Of 
this remarkable sabre Herr BECK, the last 
witness of the massacre at this hour, says that 
the dashing commander “never raised it but 
that he left upon some redskin’s face his 
bloody and ragged-edged trade-mark ‘xX,’ 
which so many of his victims in the late war 
knew s0 well.’?’ Up tothis time history has 
been unanimous on the point that CUSTER 
had his hair short-cropp ed on the day of the 
Big Horn fight and that no sabres were used 
by the regular troops on that occasion. In 
view of the revelations of Herr BECK it has 
been suggested that Secretary CHANDLER 
oughtto give him a place in the corps of horse 
marines, where he can “‘utilize his talents as 
a patriotic Scheherazade, lightening the 
labors of those gallant veterans as they splice 
the ponderous main brace.”’

A CINCINNATI physician, one Dr. QUIRELL, 
has discovered a drug which turns the ne- 
gro’s skin white. The discovery was acci- 
dental. He was treating a dark mulatto wo- 
man for a tumor, and shortly after beginning 
the treatment white patches appeared on her 
skin. As she took more of the drug 
the patches increased in size, and at the 
present time more than one-half of her person 
is white. She has been taking the medicine for 
three years. Thecolor of the altered epi- 
dermis is a warm white, undistinguishable 
from the ordinary Caucasian hue. It will 
take but a couple of years more to trausform 
tho woman into a pure white female. Think- 
ing that there might be something peculiar in 
the woman’s case Which affected the skin Dr. 
QUIRELL has experimented on a negro boy 
who came to him for treatment for a disease 
which permitted the use of the same drug. 
Shortly after it was administered the white 
blotches began to appear on his skin. Dr. 
QUIRELL declines to tell the name of his drug 
as yet, as he has not completed his investi- 
gations, but he believes that he holds 
in his hands the sponge that will wipe out the 
color lineentirely. Now that science has 
taken up the problem it will be altogether im- 
possible to tell whether a new acquaintance 
is a white man ora galvanized darkey., 


BOSTON is just now agog over the trial of 
the bunko sharps who secured checks for 
$19,350 from CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, the 
venerable incarnation of the New England 
idea. The evidence already given reflects 
great credit upon the dexterity of 
the “steerer,” Mr. J. F. MORRISON. This 
gentleman was promised immunity from 
arrest While making a statement to Mr. Joun 
QUINCY ADAMS and his attorney as to how 
he secured the checks, and in return he was 
peculiarly frank in telling how Mr. CHaRLkEs 
FRANCIS ADAMS had been entrapped. Mr. 
MORRISON represented himself as a son of 
a very old friend of Mr. ADAMS. and 
induced him to go down town to 
identify him in a lottery office where 
he had won a prize. Mr. ADAMS identi- 
fied the son of his old friend, whom he had 
never seen before, who in turn called his at- 
tention to avery fascinating game in progress 
at the office. Mr. ADAMS became interested 
inthe game. He won $2,500, and had to give 


his check {or $250, the ten per cent belonging 
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to the bank. He won) again, and gave the 
bank a check for $1,650 as its percentage. On 
the next whirl he lost, and gave his check for 
$17,500, returning at the same time the checks 
he had won from =the bank. Mr. 
MORRISON, the “steerer,”’ also loat heavily 
and was affected even to tears by his ruin, 
imploring Mr. ADaMs to go with him to the 
police and see if some means could not be 
found for recovering their money. Mr. 
ADAMS declined to go to the police, and so 
the partnership decided that it was safe to 
cash his checks. Inthe course of his exam- 
instion Mr. MORRISON remarked to the at- 
torney who was examining him: “I know 
that I’m a rascal, but, smart as you 
think yourself, Mr. OLNEY, I could rope vou 
in if you hadn’t heard this story.’® Certain- 
ly Mr. MORRISON is a remarkable young 
man. Unless he is promptly immured in a 
prison cell, we shall hear of his having in- 
duced Plymouth Rock to commit an in- 
discretion. 


THE Pennsylvania revolt is the most rigni- 
ficant political event,of the year. Not that it 
involves any principle. The professions of 
the Independents are probably as hollow as 
those of the regulars. It is simply an issue 
between the ins and outs. The outs are 
always reformers—until they get in. 
But it does involve the question of Re- 
publican power and ascendancy. Itfinvolves 
the question whether the Republican party 
can still longer maintain itself by the forces 
of habit and prejudice combined with those 
of the oflice-holding army and corporate 
monopolies, the money power and—popular 
ignorance. DON CAMERON represents all 
this. Worse still, he represents the 
idea of a purely personal and wholly un- 
democratic government. That is the mean- 
ing of the term Bossism. The overthrow of 
thé CAMERON dynasty would be almost ab- 
solutely inevitable were it not for two things. 
First, the Independent Republicans are 
not much better. On the _ contrary, 
many of their leaders, such as WOLF, 
MACVEAGH and BARKER, are worse. They 
aré notorious disappointed office-seekers and 
miserable, Sniveling dealers in cant and 
hypocrisy. Secondly, the Democrats cannot 
bextiepended upon to act with the most ordi- 
nary commonsense. But forthis Democratic 
vie | ory in Pennsylvania this fall would be 


an absolute’ certainty. Last year the 
Republican split was as bad as it 
is -now. The Republican Independents 


and “reformers” bolted and ran a third 
ticket. The success of the Democratic can- 
didate seemed certain, allowing the Repub- 
lican bolters the smallest vote claimed by 
them, which was 25,000. Whenthe votes 
were counted it was found that the bolters, 
candidate had received over 50,000 instead of 
25,000 votes. Yet the CAMERON ticket was 
elected. Why? Because it seems _ that 
the Republican bolter received a large Demo- 
cratic vote. So, while the Republican split 
this year would seem to make a Democratic 
victory certain, it is still wiser to postpone a 
positive opinion until it is seen how the 
Democrats will act. They have undoubtedly 
a Victory in their grasp, and the question is 
whether they will throw it away or not. 
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THE people who went to the Louisville 
races and bet on the favorites are by this 
time in a proper frame of mind to muse on 
the uncertainty of human and the positive 
incredibility of equine affairs. The ‘‘short 
horses’? have won with a regularity which 
must have struck the losers as having some- 


thing diabolical in it. Yesterday’s races 
were a very fair sample of the 
week. In the first race the Duke of 


Kent was the favorite, selling in the pools for 
$110, while Monogram brougat $20 and the 
field $30. The book betting gave odds of 8 
tol against Monogram, and yet Monogram 
woninacanter by four lengths, while the 
favorite came in forthe sixth place. In the 
third heat of the second race Lizzie S. sold 
in the pools for $550, Bootjack for $550, and 
yet Bootjack won. The third and fourth 
races were won by the favorites, Fatinitza 
and Mammonist, but the fifth was captured 
by Miss Malloy, who had been classed as one 
of the field which sold in the pwols $8 
against $156 for Glasgow. The men who 
backed the favorites yesterday lost money, 
but they would have lost much more 
had not the two favorites which did 
win been very uncertain winners against 
whom the betting was heavy. The 
year is a bad one for the wiseacres abroad as 
wellas at home. Bruce, the favorite in the 
English Derby, did not even get a place, while 
betting against Shotover, the winner, was 11 
to 2. Ail ofthis induces us to say that the 
man who goes on the turf expecting to be 
ableto make money by his knowledge of 
horseflesh or His acquaintance with jockeys is 
liable to get left. The only betting men who 
have any money when a race week is ended 
are those who bave luckily bet on the “‘short”’ 
horses. When they lose, they lose very little; 
when they win, they winheavily. Noamount 
of judgment or skill will helpa man. It is 
all blind cnance. And, no matter what sys- 
tem of betting is chosen—whether ‘short’? 
horses or favorites are »%acked—the end is 
certain to be bankruptcy. It comes a little 
quicker one way than the other; that is the 
only difference.

Will you kindly permit a small space of your 
cOlumnsto an advocate of the police relief 
fund, or pension bill, for the purpose of trying 
to convince the members of the police force 
why they ought to vote ‘‘yes’’ on the coming 
pay-rolis, according to the suggestion of Mr. 
Cupples? Ithink some ef the men are laver- 
ing under the delusion thatif they vote ‘‘yes’’ 
they would be voting for the adoption of a 
former scheme which was rejected by the men. 


Such isnot the case, as it is the intention, if 
the majority vote ‘‘yes,’’ toappoint a new 
committee and frame an entirely new scheme 
altogether, which the men will have an op- 
portunity to pass upon afterwards, with the 
objectionable parts left out or modified and 
new ones added. It also seemsto be the in- 
tention to raise the death-benefit to $2,000 for

FLOYD JONES’ DOG. 


The Canine Causes a Lively Rumpus 
with the Dog-Catchers. 


The dog-catchers invaded the neighborhood 
of Garrison avenue and Olive streets this 
morming, and they declare that they met 
with such a warm reception that they thought 
they were in Kerry Patch.

BARRISTER BRADLEY. 


The Circuitous Route by Which He 
Entered Practice Here. 


The courts and a sensitive element of the 
bar are somewhat exercised at the press no- 
toriety given to the distinguished colored 
barrister, A. Alpeora Bradley, and his pe-

Ifwason the day ofthe Democratic 
sen mee July 17. Iam sorry that I used it. 

he immediate connection in which I made 
use of that expression was this: I stated that 
the “judicial broker’’ of the concern—mean- 
ing the Lancaster and Butler combination— 
had, early last spring, offered me the nomi- 
nation for Judgeship of the Court of Ap- 
peals, and that I had refused to 
allow my name to be used against Judge 
Hayden. It is the fact that last 
spring, in two separate interviews, you did 
urge me to allow my name to be used in that 
connection, and did pledge me the support, 
if I would so allow, of Mr. Lancaster and Mr. 
Butler, telling me that they would follow 
your lead, and do whatever you wished, not 
merely inthe matter of supporting me, but 
in reference to all judicial nominations in 
this city. Since 1876, and before and since 
your elevation to the bench, you and mvself 
have conversed about Mr. Lancaster and Mr. 
Butler and your relationship to them quite s 
number of times. I have always understood 
from you your relationshipto them to be this: 
that they cared very little about judicial 
nominations and, by an understanding with 
you, they would support whoever you should 
designate. You were very emphatic in 
your assertions to this effect in your first 
interview with me last spring, in whieh I 
told youl thought Mr. Ed. Butler had per- 
sonal objections tome. I have always so un- 
derstood your relationship to these gentle- 
men, and nothing whatever has occurred, in 
any conversation with you, to give 
me an opposite impression. Your in- 
fluence and power over Mr. Lancaster and 
Mr. Butler in the matter of judicial nomina- 
tions has been just as complete, as under- 
stood by me, mostly frbm conversations with 
you, as the controlling grasp of those gentie- 
men over the Democratic party is obvious to 
all who understand matters.

Chicago Musical Festival—you observe that 
the principal adjective is in the right place— 
opened last night with an_audience of about 
five thousand people. As it was the first 
“Colossal Chicago” attempt, so it ought to be 
the last under any considerable number of 
existing conditions. It did not begin in a 
blaze of glory. Indeed, with a hemaperetare 
of forty-five degrees—the wind biowlng 
through the building from the four quarters 
ot the globe, with improvised Boreas}blasts of 
~ocertain direction, Dut certain chilling effect 
ndding variety to the breezes—almost any 
tiad of a “blaze” would have been 


the most comforting thing about it. 
THE BUILDING, 
as is well known, is an immense structure. 
ts interior could hardly have been worse 
* modeled for any proper acoustic advantage, 
and, with the general largeness as well as 
Jooseness of the Chicago idea, that which 
has been formed, by the aid of a 
partition which does not nearly 
reach the ceiling, into what is called an 
guditorium, is of dimensions that make im- 
possible aby proper artistic realizations from 
chorus, orchestra or soloists. Back of the 
frst divisions the loss of tone, and especially 
of all the finer qualities of expression, 
js nearly total. If, therefore, the singers had 
not sung last night through chattering teeth 
toashivering audience—if the bland air of 
he normal May had not been driven toa 
more genial clime—St. Louis and its environs 
—bya tierce blizzard from _the north, the 
mijority ofthe audience would have = still 
been in their present abysmal ignorance of 
the proper meaning and effect ofthe works 
resented.

A STORY OF SILVER. 


How the Rich Vein of the Robert E. 
Lee Mine was Struck. 


Dexter’s Sale and Ill Luck—Colorado 
Prospecting. 


Last evening a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
met Mr. Richard Knowles, a prominent miner 
of the Gunnison country, in Colorado. Mr. 
Knowles is now on his way to New York. He 
isan old miner and is well posted as to 
mines and their history in the Western coun- 
try. In the course of conversation last night 
Mr. Knowles gave the following interesting 
story: ‘‘In all my experience in California 


and Nevadaintheir palmiest days, 1 never 
saw anything which has equaled the 
amount of money taken out of the ground in 
the southwestern part of Colorado, nor do I 
believe that ever before was there such a 
rich country developed. In-1876 the Black 
liills country was opened up, and people 
thought that would prove very great, but zf- 
ter many had gone into the hilis and 
dropped all the money they had, they 
were returning to the States in disgust. 
Ybis was in 1878, and at that time Leadville 
was hardly thought of. Well, so many were 
returning busted, it was almost an imposai- 
bilitv to go ten miles on the road between 
Deadwood and Cheyenne without finding 


some party of disgusted prospectors. Abou: 
May 1 the first news arrived that 
some fine prospects had. been . made 


in Colorado, and returning Biack Hillers 
wended their Wayin that direction, myself 
with the rest. What was then known as 
the old California Guich mining district was 
filling up with prospectors, Who were laying 


out claim stakes on the carbonate fields. 
Well, you know of the Start- 
ing anid growth of Leadville, 
the town built in the center 


of this district, and the attention it has com- 
manded over the world ever since. People 
made money at anything then, but primarily 
itallcame out of the mines. While 1 was 
yet at Leadville a mancame up there from 
Denver named Dexter—Jim Dexter they ca!l- 


ed him—and he was fnunil of life 
and hope, and had some money. 
Dexter looked about him fora while and 


finally bought a claim on Carbonate Hill, 
which had, at that time, not been prospected 
very well. He paid, i think, avout $15,000 for 
it, and set to work putting in machinery and 
sinking the shaft, which was already down 
some 100 feetor more. He worked away on 
the mine, peopie laughing at him a good 
deal, but he never once lost heart. The mine 
bad not shown up a. single thing in the way 
of mineral, andthe shaft had been sunk by 
that time several hundred feet. Dexter did 
not know what to do. He had now spent 
nearly all the money he had, and Rothing was 
coming in. One day in the early part 
of the year 1879 a party came to him 
and asked him what he would take for his 
mine. Dexter told him and a bargain was 
made between them. ‘The price paid was, I 
think, $30,000, seme $5,000 more than Dexter 
had spent on it altogether. He was mighty 
giaa to get the $30,000 and thought himself 
well out of a bad bargain. He 
rushed out onto Carbonate Hill and 
ordered the miners to drop their tools and 
quit work. This was about 3 o0’clock in the 
afternoon. He said, ‘Boys, 1 have sold this 
d—d bole, and I don’t want you to work an- 
other minute init for me. [ will pay you 
off right now and you Can quit.’ . Well, the 
miners had just finished a drill and were go- 
ing to piace a “blast and _ uncover 
some rock, and they asked to be dllowed to 
finish it before they quit work. ‘No,’ said 
Dexter, ‘come out, I don’t want you to work 
any more; there is notbing in the d—d old 
hole.? The men reluctantly quit and de- 
parted. Dexter got his mouwy and was hap- 
py- Well, the mine had been bought by a 
stock company and in a short time they 
began work on it. Now, young man, what [ 
am going totell you isthe solemn truth,” 
guid the miner. “Those fellows went up there 
to that mine and laid a fuse to the blast left 
py Dexier’s men and touched it off.” After 
the smoke cleared away, they went in to 
see bow much _ rock had been 
loosened, When what do you think? There 
before their eyes they saw the richest body of 
silver ore which has ever Deen seen since the 
world began. At that time hundreds of 
thousands of dollars met the gaze of the de- 
lighted owners _ of the richest 
kind of ore. Well, young fellow,” 
eontinued Mr.Knowles, *‘that mine was the 
celebrated Robt. KE. Lee, which has made 
everybody rich who has hed anythiog to do 
with it since Jimmy Dexter sold it. Mil- 
tions of dollars have been turned out of it, 
and it is the greatest silver mine inthe 
world.’ The reporter asked the miner bow 
Dexter took the misfortune. ‘*Well,” he re- 
plied, “they say Dexter would cry 
for a long time after whenever’ he 
would hear the name of the mine mentioned, 
hut I don’t know howthatis. He'got hold 
of other mining property with the money 
received, andis now a rich man, living in 
Denver in fine style. He has the reputation 
of having the most eleganutly furnished house 
in Denver, and it surely is a beautiful 


place.’’

MRS. JAMES’ ATTORNEY, 


R. J. Haire, of Kansas City; at the 
Southern. 


He Says Mrs. Jesse James and Children 
Will Appear on the Lecture 
Platform—‘*‘Miss Blake.” 


R.J. Haire, the attorney of the Jameses, 
arrived from Kansas City and registered a: 
the Southern, where he secured double 
parlors, and will be joined during the day 
by another party. At 10 o’clock 
to-day a reporter of the POST- 
DISPATCH was invited into Mr. Haire’s 
rooms and greeted pleasantly. Thereupon 
the reporter began: 

‘<Mr. Haire, itis stated that the mysteri- 
ous Miss Blake, of Detroit, was in the city 
last Tuesday; is that correct?” 

“Not at all. She has not been in St. Louis 
since the 28th of April last, to my certain 
knowledge. Right here I want to say that 
she bas nothing whatever to do 
with the Jameses, and is not 
a relative of any of them. The 


mystery that surrounds her is not a mystery 
atall. Therefore, it would be well forthe 
newspapers to omit her from their list of 
mysteries.”’ 

‘*Then why did she send a telegram to Gov. 
Crittenden asking upon what condition the 
— of Frank James would be receiv- 
ed! 

‘*She sent no such a telegram, and the one 
received by Gov. Crittenden was an absolute 
forgery. It is reported that the telegraph 
officials declare that the telegram in question 
was received at the main offiice here by mes- 
senger from the Southern Hotel, and that 
the response of Gov. Crittenden was sent to 
the Southern Hotel. Now, I believe all that, 
but to my knowledge Miiss Blake neither sent 
the telegram nor received the reply.’’

children and to prepare them for honorabie 
and useful members of society. The first lec- 
ture will be delivered on June 5, at Kansas 
City, the second at Sedalia and the ibird at 
St. Louis.”? 

“*Whv is Jefferson City omitted?’ 

Mr. Haire laughed heartily and then con- 
tinued. 

“*They will probably include the State Cap- 
ital on their return trip.”’ 

‘It is stated in a telegram from New York 
this morning that on Gov. Crittenden’s re- 
turn to this city, to-morrow night, he will 
conclude negotiations for the surrender of 
Frank James, who is now alleged to be in 
Jackson county. Is there any truth in the 
statement?” 

**T presume it is true that Gov. Crittenden 
will arrive here to-morrow night, but the re- 
mainder of the telegram is veritabie bosh 
and intended solely for gush.

A BOY’S CRIME. 


Ike Curtis Planges His Knife Into 
Thomas O’Hare’s Heart. 


A Juvenile Circus Interrupted and a Lad 
of 16 Kills the Disturber—Con- 
fession of the Mur- 
derer. 


Another murder, which is surrounded with 
mysterious circumstances, cccurred last night 
inthe rear of 2631 Papin street. About 8 
o’clock in the evening a numberof colored 
boys and girla, most of whom live in the 


' | ; Vicinity, had organized a circus in 
‘ing in Michael G. Gibbons, president, and | 


a shed at the above place. 
The yard in the rear is very large, and on one 
side are a number of tumble-down wood- 
sheds. In one ofthese the negro children 
had opened the show. A couple of candles 
stuck into tin cans and soda bottles furnished 
the footlights. An old door laid across a bar- 
rel was used as a stage, and a door- 
keeper stood outside, charging twelve 
pins admission to see the exhibition. 
The boys and girls furnished the programme, 


which mostly consisted of speeches out of 
readers, and the songs used by the children 
at the public schools. The part which ought 
to be about the second act was reached, when 
Thomas O’Hare, the owner of the house and 
yard, came in. H’Hare is an old man, 
probablyg fifty-tive vears of age, 
and a plasterer by occupation. 
He drove his wagan into the yard, and was 
accompanied by Peter Fogarty, a tenant of 
his, who lives down stairs in the house. 
THE CIRCUS, 

at this time, was in full biast, and the noise 
cowd be heard all over the neighborhood. 
O’ Hare saw the lights shining throuzgn the 
cracks in the shed, and he thought 
it time to interfere. The out- 
house was filled with cotton seed, 
old wood and other inflammable material, 
and the noise and sheuting indicated that 
the actors and the audience were becoming 
very reckless. The old man jumped from his 
wagon, went over to the decor, and said, “Get 
out of here. I want youto get out. every 
mother’s son of you.” This is the statement 
of Mrs. Fogarty, the wife of the man who had 
ecme home with O’Hare, and who had gone 
into his house to get his supper. 
vrs. Fogarty says that as soon as O’Hare or- 
dered the breaking-up of the show there was 
a rush of the occupants oul of the shed. The 
next thing she noticed was that O’Hare threw 
up his hands 

AND FELL BACKWARD TO THE GROUND, 
At the same mument a smali person ran away 
acrossthe yard. It was dark andrainy, and 
Mrs. Fogarty could not tell whether it was a 
boy or a girl. 

“Come,Pete,” she shouted to her husband, 
“I’m afraid they have hurt Mr. O’Hare.” 
The husband ran out, leaned over. the 
body iving onthe ground and said, “Thev 
ave fixed hbim.’’ O’Uare groaned and 
moaned « moment ortwo and tben ceased to 
move. He never spoke. Neighbors ran off 
for Dr. Pirtle, whose office is near by,and the 
physician said that death had been almost 
instantaneous. The wound of which he died 
was a amall one just over the _ heart. 
It was just large coough to admit a good- 
sized blade, and it showed that tbe blow was 
not a slashing one,bui a straight, hard lunge. 
The police were summoned, aud after an in- 
vestigation they arrested Mrs. Alice Cable, 
ber son, Haut, a boy about 16 years old, and 
his wife, Zamoa, about 18 years of age, all 
colored. Mra. Cable said she 
heard. the fuss at the eshed _ door; 
O'Hare was cursing the children, and she 
rushed out to protect a four-year-cld child of 
ners who was playing with tne rest. The dead 
man had driven the children out of the shed 
several times before, and she was simply 
afraid that her child would get hurt. She 
saw ©’Hare stagger and fali, but she did not 
see anybody cut him and she 
much wondered how. he got hurt. 

§MRS. CABLE 
and her son and dauvghter-in-!aw were locked 
up at the Mounted Station and for a time it 
was supposed that she had done the cutting, 
although she stoutiv denied it, saving that 
she had rented from O’Hare for three years 
and never had any trouble with bim. Mr. 
O'Hare’s son and Police Officer [vson came 
back from the station to the seene of the 
murder and they soon learned that Ike Cur- 
tis, a colored boy living at 2308 Papin 
~';eet, knew something about the murder. 
They went to the house shortly before mid- 
night, bute the bov’s mother said that she did 
not know anvthing of his whereabuuts. The 
youse Was searched thoroughly, but the boy 
was not found. Asthev were about to leave 
Dan. Curtis, an uncle of the lad, called young 
Vr. O’ Hare over and sail that the boy Knew 
something about the cutting and that if he 
vould tetithe mother that he only wanted 
her son to te!] what he knew 
perhaps she would turn hbim_ up. 
O’flare went back, told @Mrs. Curtis that he 
only wanted to bear what Ike bad to say, and 
she then said, ‘Well, come in and I'll show 
him to you.’* The mother Jocxed the door 
and the Jad eame out from his hiding-place, 
DRESSED IN IIIS NIGHT CLOTHES. 

As he was putting on his socks he said to 
voung O’Hare, ‘*I hit him with a brick and 
that’s all I know about it.’’ 

“That's allright,” said O’ Hare; “come over 
to the station-house and tell them.” 

The door was then onened and the young 
negro handed over to Officer Tyson. On the 
way tothe mounted station, and especially 
after he got there, he admitted that he had 
cut the old man, but said he had dune so 
only after he had been beaten, knocked 
down and hit with a brick. 

“You cut him, did you?” 

“Yes, sir; when he beat me.” 

‘*Where is the knife?” ’ 

The boy hesi‘ated and then said: ‘‘I threw 
itinto the water closet back of our house.’’ » 

The police and Mr. O’Hare went back and 
searched for the weapon but could not find it. 
The murderer was then brought from tnejsta- 
tion and, after considerable groping, pulled 
out the knife. It is an ordinary old biack- 
handied jack-knifé, with two biades, the 
larger of which was ‘used to dothe stabbing.

You see, then, 
I was nearest to him and he struck me and 
khocked me down just as I came out. and 
jumped on me and pounded me awfully. 
Then I got up and ranaway, and he followed 
me. I ran out the railroad. track back of the 
house, and then he followed me and hit me 
with a brick on the left leg, right here,’’ 
(pointing to the place.) 

‘Where did you cut him?” 

‘‘Out on the railroad track when he hit me 
with the brick; he ran up and struck me 
again and then I made a slash at him with my 
p»cket-knife. Then he ran ioto the yard 
again and chased out some more of the boys 
and girls, and that was the last I saw of him. 
He cursed us and chased us out,and there 
wasaiot of white children playing show 
right next to us, and he never said nothing to 
them.?? 

‘*You, are sure he beat you?” 

“Ob, ves, sir; and hit me with the brick.’ 
Then the negro began to cry and shout again, 
and said, “*I’ll never see my mother again 
willI. If 1 had gone home to my supper and 
let the show alone, I would not have got 
into this fix. I never wasin a place like this 
before. Tellthem to let me go home to 
my mother, mister, wont you, 
and T’ll stay at home all the time and [Ii 
never go out in the night again, and [’ll be so 
goou.?? : 

The reporter left him crying so joud that he 
could be heard out on the street. His story 
is not credited by the police and none of the 
witnesses saw ©O’Hare beat him or follow him 
out on the railroad track. They all agree 
that the deceased was stabbed almost as soon 
as he stepped up to the shed door. 

In company with Officers Woodlock and 
Donohoe a visit was made to the dead man’s 
home. The corpse was found Iaid out ona 
bed in the second story, and surrounded by 
his children and friends. The deceased was 
an old man with gray hair and whiskers. The 
face’ was bloody and dirty. Just over the 
heart conld be seen the small hole where the 
knife h:d entered. There was a 
scratch about an inch away from 
this, which looked as though another attempt 
bad been madetocuthim. O’Hare was in 
good circumstances and owned three houses 
in the row when the trouble occurred. He 
was said to be aquiet, peaceable man, and 
leaves seven children, allgrown. Several of 
the negrochiidren who were participating in 
the exhibition were seen, but none of them 
would. acknowledge that they -knew 
anything about the cutting. Sailie 
Whitesides was found in the shed, tak- 
ing down the stage. She said that she was 
the doorkeeper, and that she had handed the 
box of pins to [ke Curtis to take her piace 
because she had to go up and speak a plece. 
When the fuss occurred she rushed out, but 
saw nothing of the fight. An inquest will 
probably be held before night.

R. J. Haire, of Kansas City, at the 
Southern. 


He Says Mrs. Jesse James and Children 
Will Appear on the Lecture 
Platform—**Miss Blake.” 


-_-—_—__— 


R.J. Haire, the attorney of the Jameses, 
arrived from Kansas City and registered at 
the Southern, where he secured double 
parlors, and will be joined during the day 
by another party. At 10 o’clock 
to-day a reporter of the POoOsT- 
DISPATCH .was invited into Mr. Haire’s 
rooms and greeted pleasantly. Thereupon 
the reporter began: 

‘‘Mr. Haire, it is stated that the mysteri- 
ous Miss Blake, of Detroit, was in the city 
last Tuesday; is that correct?” 

“Not at all. She has not been in St. Louis 
since the 28th of April last, to my certain 


knowledge. Right here I want to say that 
she bas nothing owhatever to do 
with the Jameses, and is not 
a relative of any of them. The 


mystery that surrounds her is not a mvstery 
atall. Therefore, it would be well forthe 
newspapers to omit her from their list of 
mysteries.”’ 

‘*Then why did she send a telegram to Gov. 
Crittenden asking upon what condition the 
— of Frank James would be receiv- 
e add 

‘She sent no such a telegram, and the one 
received by Gov. Crittenden was an absolute 
forgery. It is reported that the telegraph 
Officials declare that the telegram in question 
was received at the main offiice here by mes- 
senger from the Southern Hotel, and that 
the response of Gov. Crittenden was sent to 
the Southern Hotel.

A BOY’S CRIME. 


Ike Curtis Planges His Knife Into 
Thomas O’Hare’s Heart. 
Ss es 
A Juvenile Circus Interrupted and a Lad 
of 16 Kills the Disturber—Con- 
fession of the Mur- 
derer. 


Another murder, which is surrounded with 
mysterious circumstances, cccurred last night 
inthe rear of 2681 Papin street. About 8 
o’clock in the evening a numberof colored 
boys and girls, most of whom live in the 
Vicinity, had organized a circus in 
a shed at the above place. 
The yard in the rear is very large, and on one 
side are a number of tumble-down wood- 
sheds. In one ofthese the negro children 
nad opened the show. A _ couple of candies 
stuck into tin cans and soda bottles furnished 
the footlights. An old door laid across a bar- 
rel was used as a stage, and a door- 
keeper stood outside, charging twelve 
pins admission to see the exhibition. 
The boys and girls furnished the programme, 


which mostly consisted of speeches out of 
readers, and the songs used by the children 
at the public schools. The part which ought 
to be about the second act was reached, when 
Thomas O’Hare, the owner of the house and 


yard, came in. H’Hare is an old man, 
probablyg fifty-five years of age, 
and a plasterer by occupation. 


He drove his wegan into the yard, and was 
accompanied by Peter Fogarty, a tenant of 
his, who lives down stairs in the house. 

THE CIRCUS, 
at this time, was in full biast, and the noise 
cowd be heard all over the neighberhood. 
©’ Hare saw the lights shining through the 


eracks in the shed, and he thought 
it time to interfere. The out- 
house was filled with cotton seed, 


old wood and other inflammable material, 
andthe noise and sheuting indicated that 
the actors and the audience were becoming 
very reckless. The old man jumped from his 
wagon, went over to the deor, and said, **Get 
out of here. I want youto get out. every 
mother’s son of you.” This is the statement 
of Mrs. Fogarty, the wife of the man who had 
eome home with O’Hare, and who had zone 
into his house to get his supper. 
Mrs. Fogarty says that as soon as O’Hare or- 
dered the breaking-up of the show there was 
a rush of the occupants out of the shed. The 
next thing she noticed was that O’Hare threw 
up bis hands 

AND FELL BACKWARD TO THE GROUND. 
At the same mument a smali person ran away 
acrossthe vard. It was dark and rainy, and 
Mrs. Fogarty could not tell whether it was a 
boy or a girl. 

*Come,Pete,”’ she shouted to her husband, 
“I’m afraid they have hurt Mr. O’Hare.”? 
The husband ran out, leaned over the 
body Iving onthe grourd and said, “Ther 
have fixed him.’’ O’Uare groaned and 
moaned « moment or two and then ceased to 
move. He never spoke. Neighbors ran off 
for Dr. Pirtle, whose office is near by,and the 
physician said that death had been almost 
instantaneous. The wound of which he died 
was a amall one just over the heart. 
It was just large coouch to admit a good- 
sized blade, and it showed that the blow was 
not a Slashing one,but a straight, hard lunge. 
The police were summoned, aud after an in- 
vestigation they arrested Mrs. Alice Cable, 
her son, Haunt, aboy about 16 years old, and 
his wife, Zam»a, about 18 vears of age, all 
colored. Mrs. Cable said she 
heard the fuss at the shed _ door; 
O'Hare was cursing the children, and she 
rushed out to protect a four-year-cld child of 
ners who was playing with tne rest. The dead 
man had driven the children out of the shed 
several times before, and she was simply 
afraid that her child would get hurt. She 
saw O'Hare stagger and fali, but she did not 
see anybody cut him and she 
much wondered how he got hurt. 

§MRS. CABLE 
and her son and daughter-in-'aw were locked 
up at the Mounted Station and for a time it 
was supposed that she had done the cutting, 
althouch she stoutiv denied it, saving that 
she had rented from O’Hare for three years 
and never had anv trouble with him. Mr. 
O’ Hare’s son and Police Officer [vson came 
back from the station to the scene of the 
murder and they soon learned that Ike Cur- 
tis, a colored boy living at 2308 Papin 
-treet, knew something about the murder. 
They went to the house shortly before mid- 
nigh', but the bov’s mother said that she did 
not know anything of his whereabuuts. The 
youse was searched thoroughly, but the boy 
waa not found. As they were about to leave 
Dan. Curtis, an uncle of the lad, called young 
Vr. O’ Hare over and said that the boy knew 
something about the cutting and that if he 
vould tetlthe mother tbnt he only wanted 
ner son to te!] what he knew 
perhaps she would turn bim_ up. 
O’Hare went back, told @Mrs. Curtis that he 
only wanted to hear what Ike had to say, and 
she then said, “Well, come in and I'll show 
him to you.’’ The mother locked the door 
and the Jad came out from his hiding-place, 
DRESSED IN IlIS NIGHT CLOTHES. 

As he was putting on his socks he said to 
voung O’Hare, ‘*I hit him with a brick and 
that’s all I know about it.’”’ 

“That's all right,” said O’ Hare; “come over 
tothe station-house and teil them.” 

The door was then onened and the young 
negro handed over to Officer Tyson. On the 
way tothe mounted station, and especially 
after he got there, he admitted that he had 
cut the old man, but said he had dune so 
only after he had been beaten, knocked 
down and hit with a brick. 

“You cut bim, did you?” 

‘Yea, sir; when he beat me.” 

“Where is the knife?” 

The boy hesitated and then said: ‘*I threw 
itinto the water closet back of our house.’? 4 

The police and Mr. O’Hare went back and 
searched for the weapon but could not find it. 
The murderer was then brought from tnejsta- 
tion and, after considerable groping, pulled 
out the knife. It is an ordinary oid black- 
handled jack-knifé,; with two biades, the 
larger of which was ‘used to do'the stabbing.

PosT-DISPATCH reporter with the as- 


sistanee of Officer Woodlock, could get bim 
to quit crying iong enough to tell the story. 
He is a stout-built, black colored boy, with a 
rough, ignorant face. Hesays he does not 
know how old he is. His 
mother gives his age as 16 years, although 
he looks older.

“Well, I’ll Just tell you all about it,’’ said 
he, wiping his eyes with the sleeve of his coat 
and crving as betaiked. ‘You see, I work 
down at the Harrison Wire Works, just across 
from my house. Yesterday about dinner 
time, jnst as school was out, several of the 
girls _I know around here came along 
by my house and said they were 
going to have acircus last night and wrote 
me to come up and see the show. I said I 
would, and a whole lot of colored boys went 
up with me, when I got through work. Il 
didn’t goto my supper, but went right up 
to the circus. Well, you see, I was stand- 
ing by the door, and the show was going on, 
and I had the box of pins in my hand. It 
was twelve pins to get in, you know; then this 
man, came to the door and pulled it open and 
he says, ‘Get out of here, you black sons of 
——, get out of here,’ says he. You see, then, 
I was nearest to him and he struck me and 
knocked: me down just as I came out. and 
jumped on me and pounded me awfully. 
Then I got up and ranaway, and he followed 
me. Iran out the railroad. track back of the 
house, and then he followed me and hit me 
with a brick on the left leg, right here,’’ 
(pointing to the place.) 

**Where did you cut him?” 

‘‘Out on the railroad track when he hit me 
with the brick; heran up and struck me 
agaimand then I madea slash at him with my 
p»eket-knife. Then he ran into the yard 
again and chased out some more of the boys 
and girls, and that was the last I saw of him. 
He cursed us and chased us out,and there 
wasaiot of white children playing show 
right next to us, and he never said nothing to 
them.’’ 

‘*You, are sure he beat you?” 

“Ob, ves, sir; and hit me with the brick.’’ 
Then the negro began to cry and shout again, 
and said, “I’ll never see my mother again, 
willl. If 1 had gone home to my supper and 
let the show alone, I would not have got 
into this fix. I never was in a place like this 
before. Tellthem to let me go home to 
my mother, mister, wont you, 
and J’ll satay at home all the time and [i 
never go out in the night again, and I’ll be so 
goou.?? ‘ 

The reporter left him crying so joud that he 
could be heard out on the street. His story 
is not credited by the police and none of the 
witnesses saw ©’Hare beat him or foliow him 
out on the railroad track. They all agree 
that the deceased was stabbed almost as soon 
as he stepped up to the shed door. 

In company with Officers Woodlock and 
Donohoe a visit was made to the dead man’s 
home. The corpse was found laid out ona 
bed in the second story, and surrounded by 
his children and friends. The deceased was 
an old man with gray hairand whiskers. The 
face was bloody and dirty. Just over the 
heart conld be seen the small hole where the 
knife hszd_ entered. There was a 
scratch about an =ineh away from 
this, which looked as though another attempt 
bad been madetocuthim. O’Hare was in 
good circumstances and owned three houses 
in the row when the trouble occurred. He 
was said to be a quiet, peaceable man, and 
leaves seven children, allgrown. Several of 
the negrochiidren who were participating in 
the exhibition were seen, but none of them 
would acknowledge that they -knew 
anything about the cutting. Sallie 
Whitesides was found in the shed, tak- 
ing down the stage. She said that she was 
the doorkeeper, and that she had handed the 
box of pins to ike Curtis to take her piace 
because she had to go up and speak a plece. 
When the fuss occurred she rushed out, but 
saw nothing of the fight. An inquest will 
probably be held before night.
